it  O^i^reaB,  under  the  Sundry  Civil  Act  of  July  1, 1918,  made  plAti- 
^^um,  iridium,  and  palladium,  and  oonipoimds  tiiereof ,  subject  to  the 
£  tdrms,  conditioQS,  and  limitations  of  the  Explodves  Act,  and  the 
Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines  Vas  authorised,  under  rules  and 
regulations  approved  by  the  Senetary  of  the  Int^ior,  to  limit  the 
sale,  possession,  and  use  of  said  materials.  In  order  effectively  to 
cany  out  the  act  the  following  rules  and  regulations  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Sewetary  of  the  Interior.  Under  these  the  Platinum 
Section  of  the  War  Industries  Board  is  created  an  a^ncy  for  the 
doing  of  those  acts  provided  in  the  regulations.  On  this  Section  ihe 
Bureau  of  Mines  is  represented. 

The  following  rules  and  regrulations  have  been  prepared  with 
much  care  and  labor  by  a  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Hennen 
Jenning:s,  Bureau  of  Mines,  chairman;  C.  L.  Parsons,  Bureau  of 
Mines;  C.  H.  Conner,  War  Industries  Board;  J.  M.  Hill,  United 
States  Geological  Survey;  and  W.  F.  Hillebrand,  Bureau  of  Stand- 
ards. 

It  is  desired  that  the  trade  ^all  be  disturbed  as  little  as  possible. 
The  main  object  of  this  legislation,  however,  and  of  the  re^ilations 
thereunder,  is  to  assist  the  Government  in  developing  an  adequate 
supply  of  these  necessary  metals.  The  cooperation  of  all  citizens  in 
the  enforcement  of  these  regulations  is  earnestly  requested. 

REGULATIONS. 

The  following  regulations  are  hereby  prcnnulffated  under  the  pro* 
visions  of  the  act  of  October  6,  1917  (40  Stat,  885),  as  amended  by 
the  act  of  July  1,  1918  (Public,  No.  181),  authorizing  the  Director 
of  the  Bureau  of  Mines,  under  ruled  and  r^ulations  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  to  limit,  during  the  period  of  the  war,  the 
sale,  possession,  and  use  of  platinum,  iridium,  and  palladium,  and 
compounds  thereof : 

Section  I.  The  War  Industries  Board  is  hereby  designated  under 
section  21  of  the  act  of  October  6, 1917,  and  the  President's  proclama- 
tion of  October  26,  1917.  as  the  agent  of  the  Director  of  the  Bureau 
of  Mines  in  the  execution  of  the  refirulations  as  hereinafter  indicated- 

Sec.  II.  From  and  after  the  date  of  these  regulations,  under  the 
penalties  prescribed  by  section  19  of  the  act  of  October  6,  1917,^  no 
person  ^  shall : 

Par.  a.  Use  any  platinum  or  platinum  scrap,  iridium,  or  iridium 
gcrap,  palladium  or  palladium  scrap,  and/or  compounds  thereof,  in 

«  Section  19  of  the  act  of  Oct.  6,  1917,  is  as  foUows : 

"  That  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  rules  or  regnla- 
tions  made  thereunder,  shall  be  guilty  of  misdemeanor,  and  shaU  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  $5,000,  or  by  fiipmonment  not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  both  aach 
fine  and  imprisonment." 

*  The  word  "  person,'*  for  the  purposes  of  these  regulations,  shall  be  construed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  definition  contuned  in  section  4  of  the  act  of  Oct  6,  1917,  which  is  bb 
follows : 

**  That  the  word  *  person  *  when  used  herein  shall  include  States.  Territories,  the  Dis- 
trict of  Goloiubia,  Alaska,  and  other  dependencies  of  the  United  States,  and  municipal 
snbdiTlalons  thereof,  indlyidaal  citisens,  firms,  associations,  societies,  and  oorpcmtioas  of 
the  United  States  and  M  •Oar  eomtrto  at  peftca  wlUi  the  United  Stotea." 
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the  nianufactuie,  alteration,  or  repair  of  any  ornament  or  article  of 

jewelry. 

Pai;.  h.  Mannfacture  for  use  in  dentistry  any  metal,  metal  parts,  op 
alloys  containing  more  than  20  per  cent'by  weight  of  platinum  or 
40  per  cent  by  weight  of  platinum,  iridium,  and/ot  palMiom  oom- 
bincd.  or  manufacture  supplies  therefrom. 

Sec.  III.  From  and  after  the  date  of  these  regulations,  under  the 
penalties  prescribed  by  section  i»  of  act  of  Oetobei*  6^  1017,  bo 
person  slukU  without  a  license — 

P AB.  a.  Purchase,  baiter,  or  deal  in  unmanufactured  platinum^ 
iridium,  or  paLUdium,  or  eompoonds  thereof  (iaelading  crude,  scrap, 
filings,  poiisbiB^gs,  or  sweeps),  except  that  sales  may  be  made  witbowl 
a  hcense  to  an  authorized  a^Mit  of  tke  Umted  States,  or  to  a  Ucensee 
authorized  to  purchase  the  same ;  or  possess  few  mom  than  90  daya 
aftar  the  date  of  these  regulationB  one  ounce  troy,  or  nere,  of  such 
unmanufactured  platinum,  iridium,  paUadium,  or  amipoundsthefeof- 

P AB.  b.  Possess,  use,  sell,  purchase^  or  barter,  for  purpose  etm- 
nected  Avith  his  busaness,  phitiauiii,  iridium,  palladium,  or  compounds 
thM«(rf  (except  that  sales  may  be  made  withoutlieense  to  an  author- 
ized agent  of  the  United  States,  or  to  a  licensee  authorized  to  pur- 
chase the  same),  if  such  persMi  be  en^ged  in — 

No.  1.  Producing  pUtinsiBk^  iridium,  or  paUadium,  or  eompounds 
thereof,  by  mining. 

No.  2.  ProdiHsing  sulphuric  acid,  nitrie  aeid,  or  other  chemical 
products  where  ptatinfuia,  iridium,  paUadium,  or  compounds  thereof 
are  used  in  such  production. 

No.  3.  Importing  or  exporting  platinum,  iridium,  or  palladium,  or 
coinpounds  thereof. 

No.  4.  Prodhicing  platmum,  mdinm,  or  paUadium,  or  comj^ounds 
thereof,  either  as  a  primary  product  or  as  a  by-product  of  smelting  or 
PBflnmg.  * 

No.  6.  MaRvfaduring  elee(»kal  appliances  and/or  parts  thereof 
cogatnmg  platiamn,  iridium,  or  palladium,  or  compounds  thereof. 

IfOwR.  MaBBfeeturmg  surgical  appliances  and  X-ray  apparatus 
containmg  platmum,  iridium,  or  palladium,  or  compounds  thereof. 

llos.  7.  MaBuftKJturin^  chemical  apparatus  and  reaarents  of  all  kinds 
OMjaining  platinum,  indium,  or  palladium,  or  compounds  thereof. 

No.  8,  €S(mdncting  or  operating  chemical  laboratories  in  whiek 
plafuHHtt,  iridium,  or  palladium,  or  compounds  thereof,  are  used. 

Na9.  MaHsiMluFing  seientific  instruments  containing  platinum, 
mdiUBt,  or  palladium^  or  compounds  thereof. 

No.  10.  Manufacturing  and/or  distributing  dental  supplies  c<Hi- 
taming  platinum,  iridium,  or  palladium,  or  compounds  thereof. 

No.  11.  Manufacturing  and/or  dealing  in  jewelry  containing  plati<» 
num,  iridium,  or  palladium  or  compounds  thereof. 

No.  iZ.  Manufacturing  or  producing  any  article  or  product  not 
mentioned  aboA^e  where  such  business  requires  more  than  one  ounce 
troy  per  month  of  platinum,  iridium,  or  palladium  or  compounds 
tiiereof. 

Sec.  IV.  Applications  for  licenses  shall  be  made  under  oath  to 
any  licensing  agent  duly  authorized  under  the  act  of  Octobwf  6, 1917, 
as  provided  in  the  regulations  issued  under  this  act. 
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Sec.  V.  Every  applicant  for  a  license  will  be  recjuired  to  submit 
with  his  application  a  sworn  inventory  of  all  platinum,  iridium  oi; 
palladium  or  compounds  thereof  in  his  possession  or  control;  and 
every  licensee  will  be  require  to  submit  at  such  times  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  War  Jjidostries  Board  a  sworn  inventory  of  his 
holdings  of  platinuii^  mdi^^  or  priAfidiffm  or  compounds  therepf 
*    in  whatever  form  they  may  be. 

The  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines,  at  tlxe  request  of  the  War 
Industries  Board,  may  at  any  time  require  from  any  user  or  possessor 
a  detailed  sworn  inventory  of  any  and*  all  materials  held  by  him 
containing  platinum,  iridium,  palladium  or  compounds  thereof,  and 
sndi  inventory  must  be  furnisiied  promptly  upon  recei;^  of  such 
requirement. 

Sec.  VI.  All  licenses  shall  be  issued  in  the  name  of  the  Director 
of  the  Bureau  of  Mines  and  counter^gned^  and  delivered  by  the 
War  Industries  Board,  and  shall  be,  and  r^nain  subject  to  tiie  follow* 
ing  ccmditions: 

Fab.  a.  Each  license  contain  such  aj^ropriate  conditions  as 
the  Bureau  of  IJ^nes,  through  tiie  War  Juidusbries  Board,  may 
impose. 

Pab.  b.  The  Bureau  of  Mines  throu^  the  War  Industries  Board 
may  change  the  conations  of  the  licmse  from  time  to  time,  as  it  may 
deem  nec^sary. 

Pab.  c.  Records  i^all  be  kept  by  each  licensee  of  alt  his  sales,  pur- 
chases and  o<^er  transfers  of  platinum^  iridium  or  palladium  or 
compounds  thereof,  and  of  articles  oontaming  platinum,  iridium,  or 
palladium  or  compounds  tibereof ,  with  the  names  and  addresses  of 
the  purchasers,  sellers,  and/or  transferee,  and  the  quantities  in- 
volved, which  records  sliall  be  open  at  all  reasonable  times  to  the 
duly  authorized  representidive  of  the  Directs  of  the  Bureau  of 
Mines. 

Par.  d.  Any  and  all  platinum,  iridium,  or  palladium,  or  com- 
pounds thereof,  acquired  under  the  authority  of  sudi  license  shall  be 
used  strictly  for  the  purposes  and  in  the  manner  stated  in  such 

license. 

Par.  e.  Upon  request  of  the  War  Industries  Board,  ^he  licensee 
shall  report  the  prices  at  which  sales  of  his  products  containing  plati- 
num, iridium,  or  palladium,  or  compounds  thereof,  are  being  made, 
and  the  right  to  prohibit  further  sale  of  such  articles  at  prices  deemed 
exorbitant  by  it  is  reserved  to  the  War  Industries  Board. 

Sec.  VII.  Any  licenses  issued  hereunder  may  be  revoked  for  viola- 
tion of  any  of  these  regulations,  or  for  violation  of  any  of  the  condi- 
tions contained  in  such  license,  or  if  such  revocation  is  deemed  neces- 
sary or  advisable  for  purposes  of  the  national  security  and  common 
defense. 

Sec.  VIII.  The  War  Industries  Board  will,  upon  request,  furnish 
a  list  of  Government  agents  or  licensees  authorized  to  purchase  plati- 
num, iridium,  or  palladiimi,  or  compounds  thereof.  Neither  the 
United  States  nor  its  representatives  will  assume  any  responsibility, 
financial  or  otherwise,  where  sales  are  made  to  licensees. 

Sec.  IX.  The  prices  at  which  platinum,  iridium,  or  palladium  will 
be  purchased  by  a  duly  authorized  agent  of  the  United  States  or  by 
such  licensee  as  may  be  authorized  to  purchase  or  sell  platinum, 
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iridium,  or  palladium,  or  compounds  thereof,  will  be  ^iich  prices  as 
iiiii.v  bo  determmod  by  the  proper  governmental  agency  authorized  to 

detcrnime  such  prices. 

Skc.  X.  AA'hentM  er  such  Government  agraits  and  such  licensees  as 
may  be  authorized  to  purchase  platinum,  iridium,  or  palladium  or 
compounds  thereof,  shall  refuse  to  purchase  the  same  from  ant  per- 
son v,  ho  IS  compelled  by  these  regulations  to  sell  the  same,  or  is  for- 
bidden by  these  regulations  to  possess  or  use  the  same,  then  such  per- 
son shall  promptly  notify  the  Platinum  Section,  War  Industries 
Board.  y\  ashington,  D.  C.  " 

Six.  XI.  The  se  regulations  shall  not  operate  to  relieve  any  person 
upon  hom  an  order  requisitioiiing  platinum,  iridhrai,  or  palladium 
or  compounds  thereof  may  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  served, 
from  any  obligation  imposed  upon  him  by  such  order. 

Sec.  XII.  These  regulations  are  supplemental  and  amendatory  to 
the,  regulations  heretofore  issued  under  tlie  Ejcpldsires  Act  of  October

An  Act  To  prohibit  the  manufacture,  distribution,  storage,  use, 
and  possession  iu  time  of  war  of  explosives,  providing  regulations  for  the  safe 
manufactqre,  dlstribtitlon,  storage,  use,  and  possesrtim  <yf  tte  nine,  and  for 
other  porpoaes. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  when  the 
United  States  is  at  war  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  manufacture,  distrib- 
ute, store,  use,  or  possess  powder,  explosives,  blasting  supplies,  or 
ingredients  thereof,  in  such  manner  as  to  be  db^imftntal  to  tbe  public 
safety,  except  as  in  thiis  act  provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  words  "explosive"  and  "explosives"  when  used 
herein  shall  mean  gunpowders,  powders  used  for  blasting,  all  forms 
of  high  explosives,  blasting  materials,  fuses,  detonators,  and  other 
detonating  agenlte,  smokeless  powders,  uid  dbemical  compound 
or  mechanical  mixture  that  contains  any  oariidiiging  and  oombustible 
units,  or  other  ingredients,  in  such  prqp^r^ns,  quantitieB,  of  paeUng 
that  ignition  by  fire,  by  fri<^ion,  by  eonensEaon,  by  jpeecOMioii,  or  by 
detonation  of,  or  Mky  part  of  the  compound  mixfcore  may  cause 
such  a  raddda  geo^tion  of  highly  heated  gases  that  the  resultant 
gaseous  pres^res  are  capable  of  producing  destructive  effects  on  con- 
tiguous objects,  or  of  dissteoying  li^  or  limb,  but  diall  not  include 
small  arms  or  sho^un  cartridges:  Pfwiiied^  Tbat  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  constnied  to  prevent  tibe  nianuiactara,  imder  the 
authority  of  the  Gkivemm^it,  of  exploeiTes  lor,  their  sale  to,  or  tilieir 
possession  by  the  military  or  navu«ervioB  irf  Hie  United  States  of 
America.

Seg..  4.  That  the  word  "  person  "  when  used  herein  shall  indlude 
States,  Territories,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alasska,  and  other  de- 
pendencies of  the  United  States,  and  municipal  subdivisions  thereof, 
individual  citizens,  finns,  associations,  societies,  and  corporations  of 
the  United  States  and  of  other  countries  at  peace  with  the  United 
States.

Sm)*  8,  l%iit  any  licensee  or  applicant  lor  license  hereunder  ^lall 
furnish  such  information  r^rding  himself  and  his  business,  so  far  as 
such  business  relates  to  or  is  connected  with  explosives  or  ingredients 
at  such  tinro  and  in  such'  manner  as  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of 
Mines,  or  Ms  authorized  representative,  may  request,  exceptini!:  that 
those  who  hav^  been  or  are  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act 
regularly  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  explosives  shall  not  be  com- 
pelled to  disclose  secret  i)rocesses,  costs,  or  other  data  unrelated  to 
the  distribution  of  explosives. 

Sec.  9.  That  from  and  after  forty  days  after  Ihe  passage  and  ap- 
proval of  this  act  every  person  authorized  to  sell,  issue,  or  dispose 
of  explosives  shall  keep  a  complete  itemized  and  accurate  record, 
showing  each  person  to  whom  explosives  are  sold,  given,  bartered, 
or  to  whom  or  how  otherwise  disposed  of,  and  the  quantity  and  kind 
of  explosives,  and  the  date  of  each  such  sale,  gift,  barter,  or  other 
disposition;  and  this  record  shall  be  sworn  to  and  furnished  to  the 
Director  of  the  Bureau  of  JMines,  or  his  authorized  representatives, 
whenever  requested. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  issue  licenses  as  follows:

(e)  Exporter's  license,  authorizing  the  licensee  to  export  explo- 
sives, but  no  such  license  shall  authorize  exportation  in  violation  of 
any  proclamation  of  the  President  issued  under  any  act  of  Congress. 

(f)  Importer's  license,  authorizing  the  lic^isee  to  import  explo- 
sives. 

(g)  Analyst's,  educator's,  inventor's,  and  investigator's  licenses 
authorizing  the  purchase,  manufacture,  possesdon,  testing,  and  dis- 
posal of  explodves  and  ingredi^ts. 


Sec.  11.  That  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines  shall  ksue 
licenses,  upon  application  duly  made,  but  only  to  citizens  of  the 
Ignited  States  of  America,  and  to  the  subjects  or  citizens  of  nations 
that  are  at  peace  with  them,  and  to  corporations,  firms,  and  asso- 
ciations thereof,  and  he  may,  in  his  discretion,  refuse  to  issue  a 
license,  when  he  has  reason  to  believe,  from  facts  of  which  he  has 
knowledge  or  reliable  information,  that  the  applicant  is  disloyal  or 
hostile  to  the  United  States  of  America,  or  that,  if  the  applicant  is  a 
firm,  association,  society,  or  corporation,  its  controlling  stockholders 
or  members  are  disloyal  or  hostile  to  the  United  States  of  America. 
The  director  may,  when  he  has  reason  to  believe  on  like  grounds  that 
any  licensee  is  so  disloyal  or  hostile,  revoke  any  license  issued  to  him. 
Any  applicant  to  whom  a  license  is  refused  or  any  licensee  whose 
license  is  revoked  by  the  said  director  may,  at  any  tiine  within  thirty 
days  after  notification  of  the  rejection  of  his  application  or  revocation 
of  his  license,  apply  for  such  license  or  the  cancellation  of  such  revo- 
cation to  the  Council  of  National  Defense,  which  shall  make  its  QJ!^ 
upon  tho  director  either  to  grant  or  to  withhold  the  license. 

Sbc.  12.  That  any  person  desiring  to  manufacture,  sell,  export,

amomit  and  kind  of  explosives  or  ingredients  now  on  hand ;  whether 
sales,  if  any,  have  been  made  to  jobbers,  wholesalers,  retailers,  or 
consumers;  tne  kind  of  license  to  be  issued,  and  the  kind  and  amount 
of  explosives  or  ingredients  to  be  authorized  by  ihB  license;  and  such 
furtb^  information  as  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Alines  may,  by 
rule,  from  time  to  time  reouire. 

Applications  for  vendors,  purchaser's,  or  foreman's  licenses  shaU 
be  made  to  such  officers  of  t^e  State,  Territory,  or  dependency 
having  jurisdiction  in  the  district  within  which  the  explosives  or 
ingredients  are  to  be  sold  or  used,  and  having  the  power  to  administer 
oaths  as  may  be  demgnated  by  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines, 
who  shall  issue  tt^  same  in  the  name  of  such  director.

THE  PRESIDENT'S  PEOCLAMATION. 

I.  ■ . 

Whereas,  under  and  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  Congress  entitled  "  An 
act  to  prohibit  the  manufacture,  distribution,  storage,  use,  and  pos- 
session in  time  of  war  of  explosives,  providing  regulations  for  the 
safe  manufacture,  distribution,  storage,  use,  and  possession  of  the 
same,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  by  the  President  on  the 
Gth  day  of  October,  1917,  it  is  provided  among  other  tilings  that 
from  and  after  forty  days  after  the  passage  and  approval  of  said  act 
no  person  shall  manufacture,  distribute,  store,  use,  or  possess  ex- 
plosives or  ingredients  thereof,  not  including  explosives  for  the 
militui^^  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  of  America  under  the 
authority  of  the  Government  or  ingredients  in  small  quantities  not 
used  or  intended  to  be  used  in  the  manufacture  of  explosives,  and 
not  including  small-arms  or  shotgun  cartridges,  unless  such  person 
shall  obtain  a  license  issued  in  the  name  of  the  Director  of  the 
Bureau  of  Mines,  except  that  any  workman  may  purchase  or  accept 
explosives  or  ingredients  thereof  under  prescribed  conditions  from 
a  licensed  superintendent  or  foreman. 

And  whereas,  it  is  further  provided  in  said  act  as  follows : 

"That  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines,  with  the  approval 
of  the  President,  is  hereby  authorized  to  utilize  such  agents,  agencies, 
and  all  officers  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  several  States,  Terri- 
tories, dependencies,  and  municipalities  thereof,  and  the  District  of 
Columbia,  in  the  execution  of  this  act,  and  all  agents,  agencies,  and 
all  officer's  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  several  States  and  Terri- 
tories, dependencies,  and  municipalities  thereof,  and  the  District  of 
Columbia,  shall  hereby  have  full  authority  for  all  acts  done  by  them 
in  the  execution  of  this  act  when  acting  by  the  direction  of  the 
Bureau  of  Mines." 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Woodrow  Wilson,  President  of  the  United 
States  of  Anaerica,  by  this  proclamatioii  do  announce  the  follow- 

That  from  and  after  the  loth  day  of  November,  1917,  and  during 
the  present  war  with  Germany,  it  will  be  unlawful  to  manufacture, 
distribute,  store,  use,  or  possess  explosives  or  ingredients  thereof, 
except  as  provided  in  said  act. 

That  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines  is  herebv  authorized  to 
utilize,  where  necessary  for  the  proper  administration  of  said  act, 
the  services  of  all  officers  of  the  ITnited  States  and  of  the  sevenjj^ 
States,  Territories,  dependencies,  and  municipalities  thereof,  ap^"^? 
the  District  of  Columbia,  and  such  other  agents  and  ageui^ies  as  he 
may  designate,  who  shall  have  full  authority  for  all  g^its  done  by 
them  in  the  execution  of  the  said  act  when  acting  under  his  direction.
